Navy announced that its Viking 
XI rocket established a world's 
altitude record Monday by soar- 
ing 158 miles above the earth in 
a test at White Sands, N. M. 


In the flight, 'the Navy said, 


the rocket attained a speed of 
4,300 miles an hour. 


The previous record was 136 


miles above the earth. The rocket 
was designed and built by the 
Glenn L. Martin Aircraft Co. of 
Baltimore, for the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory in Washington. 


The missile carried nearly 700 


pounds of scientific recording and 
transmitting 
instruments which 


flashed data back to stations on 
the ground.

Navy Rocket 
Sets Record 
For Altitude 


. . Soars 158 Miles Up 


WASHINGTON (IN S) — Th e 
Navy announced that its Viking 
X I rocket established a world’s 
altitude record Monday by soar­ 
ing 158 miles above the earth in 
a test at White Sands, N. M. 
In the flight, the Navy said, 
the rocket attained a speed of 
4,300 miles an hour. 
The previous record was 136 
miles above the earth. The rocket 
was designed and built by the 
Glenn L. Martin Aircraft Co. of 
Baltimore, for the Naval 
Re­ 
search Laboratory in Washington. 
The missile carried nearly 700 
pounds of scientific recording and 
transmitting 
instruments 
which 
flashed data back to stations on 
the ground. 
From this information, Naval 
research 
engineers 
expect 
to 
make new advances in their in­ 
vestigation of the upper atmo­ 
sphere. The Viking’s flight Mon­ 
day enabled them to explore alti­ 
tudes previously closed to re­ 
search.

Carthy subcommittee. 


"It would have been most em- 


barrassing if this list (of charges) 
had been sent over and perhaps 
broken out on the floor of the Sen- 
ate by a member of the minority 
party without the majority party 
knowing what was in it," he said.

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Why Does The Farmer Plant? 


Clarence Davis, formerly of Lincoln, now 


solicitor of the United States Department of 
the Interior, keynoting the Republican state 
pre-primary convention at Fremont raised 
an interesting question. 


He told his fellow Nebraskans the Eisen- 


hower administration farm policy goal is a 
"system which will guarantee to agriculture a 
reasonable return for his labors without again 
starting the spiral of overproduction and ter- 
rific surplus." 


In those few words, Mr. Davis brushed 


aside the natural hazards of farming. When 
a man in Nebraska plants wheat in the fall, 
he has no idea whether it will germinate in 
the first place, ride through the winter with- 
out winter killing, or in the spring move on 
to the harvest without suffering damage 
resulting in partial or total loss of the crop. 


When he plants corn in late May, he does 
not know whether the crop will survive 
through the heat of July and August, get 
enough moisture to insure a reasonable yield, 
and escape the killing frost in the fall. 


Mr. Davis simply simplifies the hazards of 


farming until the picture he paints of Sec- 
retary Benson's flexible price support pro- 
gram does not recognize the real facts. The 
farmer plants in hope and in faith. He har- 
vests after nature has finished with his fields. 


It isn't a matter of the turning on and off 


of machinery. 


There is one other factor Mr. Davis over- 


looks. 
The real farmer is proud of those 


fields and his pride is not simply a matter of 
the dollars which the harvest will bring him. 


There are a lot of people out on the farm 


who get a joy and satisfaction from growing 
things. 


The Human Element 


Out at Grand Island lest week, there was 


a conference on highway safety, spear-headed 
by Gov. Crosby. It is time that public 
attention be 
directed 
to the 
increasing 


hazards of the highways, which thus far in 
1954 have produced the impressive total of 
114 deaths as contrasted with 77 for the 
same period of time in 1953. 


We talk a great deal about highway safety. 
Unfortunately it takes a little bit more 


than talk. Our highways, we are told, are 
getting older—are in need of attention—and 
under the pounding they have received, are 
not in tip-top condition. Still, that cannot 
explain all the fatalities. Present-day auto- 
mobile models are capable of greater speed if 
the car driver makes up his mind to step on 
the gas, but still that does not explain all 
the fatalities. 


There is only one basic exp!?nation for the 


mounting highway deaths. 
We recognize 


that many accidents at the time they occur 
are classified as unavoidable—that it is im- 
possible to assess blame. But too many ac- 
cidents while not legally blamable neverthe- 
less represent that intensely 
complicated 


factor known as the human element. It is 
the difference between safety and a close 
shave with a crash. It adds up to sturdy 
vigorous life one second—and death a few 
seconds later. 


The so-called human element is the start- 


ing point for highway safety. It means cau- 
tion and care in driving—not in the case of 
the careful driver but invariably where cau- 
tion and care are missing.

So- 
called "name" candidates kept on winning, 
suggesting the irulh of one of the lines from 
the old Gilbert and Sullivan operetta thai 
"ihe flowers which bloom in the spring, Ira 
la, have nothing to do with the case.*1 If the 
hope was to head off "Terrible Terry'' by re- 
fusing him an endorsement—and brief floor 
discussion called for endorsements for lop 
offices—it would have been a misguided ac- 
tion, with the possibility of its backfire. A 
committee had reported on procedure that 
to endorse would be "harmful to party unity" 
and "prejudicial to the interests of persons 
who have not completed lihn^." 
3t was this 


report to which Herbert V.'hiic of Omaha, 
arguing for endorsements to lop offices, re- 
ferred when he sa:d he was afraid of "mug- 
wumps''' in the party, a jab interpreted to 
refer to Terry.

AEC Chairman Strauss 


Is Charged 'Dictatorial' 


WASHINGTON—While the pub- 


lic watches the politicians work 
on the next election in the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, the interests 
of the next generation in the field 
of atomic power are at stake in 
almost unnoticed hearings in the 
old Supreme Court chamber in the 
Capitol. 


The Joint Committee on Atomic 


Energy has before it a bill fixing 
governmental policy on the pro- 
duction and distribution of atomic 
energy for peaceful uses. Experi- 
mental reactors to create that en- 
ergy are now being built. What 
Congress does or fai'« to do will 
set the pattern for future genera- 
tions to whom atomic power will 
be as important as electricity has 
been to the men and women who 
do the world's work today. 


Rarely has so much that is vi- 


tally important been in the hands 
of so few. Only five of the 18-man 
committee ' attend the hearings 
regularly: Chairman Cole and Sen. 
Hickenlpoper, Republicans who are 
sponsoring the bill, and three Dem- 
ocrats: Sen. Pastore and Reps. 
Holifield and Price. 


•^V 
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Two circumstances that wciuld 


otherwise be tragic may have the 
effect in stimulating interest in the 
tremendous changes that are afoot 
in .the delicate and dangerous 
atomic field. 


One is the security trial of Dr. 


Robert Oppenheimer, the physi- 
cist who made a crucial contribu- 
tion to the atomic and hydrogen 
bombs. The other is the fact that 
Adm. 
Lewis Strauss, named by 


the President both as chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and his personal advisor on atomic 
matters, is under heavy fire by 
his colleagues, by atomic scien- 
tists generally and by some mem- 
bers of Congress. 


Should - Dr. 
Oppenheimer 
be 


.cleared, wary Democrats confi- 
dently expect a typical McCarthy 
blast 
blaming 
the Democratic 


members. It is added that Adm. 
Strauss probably planned it that 
way. 


The principal charge against 


Adm. 
Strauss, who is exception- 


ally brilliant and capable, is that 
he is a martinet and seeks dicta- 
torial powers over the commission. 
What brought the charge to the 
fore was a provision in the new 
legislation which would have made 
him the "principal officer" of the 
AEC. 
The original McMahon bill 


gave the five members equal 
power .and staggered their terms 
to insure continuity of policy. 
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Adm. 
Strauss was to have taken 


the witness stand Monday. 
At 


his request the hearing was post- 
poned to Wednesday, June 2, pos- 
sibly because the Oppenheimer re- 
port is imminent. At that time, 
however, he can expect a vigorous 
cross-examination 
and 
his col- 


leagues may be expected to follow 
him to the stand. 


The personalities may rescue 


the technical principles which are 
so involved and hard to explain, 
What the Cole-Hickenlooper bill— 
a rewrite of the White House pro- 
posals—does is to fix the terms 
for participation of private indus- 
try in the atomic energy program. 


What Democrats claim it also 


does—but have had trouble dram- 
atizing—is to set up a patent sys- 
tem which will create private mo- 
nopolies costly and burdensome 
to the taxpayers who have al- 
ready invested the staggering to- 
tal of $12 billion in the atom.

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Why Does The Farmer Plant? 


Clarence Davis, form erly of Lincoln, now 
solicitor of the U nited States D ep artm ent of 
the Interior, keynoting the Rep ublican state 
p re-p rim ary convention at Frem ont raised 
an interesting question. 
He told his fellow N ebraskans the Eisen­ 
how er adm inistration farm p olicy goal is a 
“system which will guarantee to agriculture a 
reasonable return for his labors w ithout again 
starting the sp iral of overp roduction and te r­ 
rific surp lus.” 
In those few words, M r. Davis brushed 
aside the natural hazards of farm ing. 
W hen 
a m an in N ebraska p lants w heat in the fall, 
he has no idea w hether it w ill germ inate in 
the first p lace, ride through the w inter w ith­ 
out w inter killing, or in the sp ring move on 
to the harvest w ithout suffering dam age 
resulting in p artial or total loss of the crop . 


W hen he p lants corn in late May, he does 
not know w hether 
the 
crop 
will 
survive 
through the heat of July and August, get 
enough m oisture to insure a reasonable yield, 
and escap e the killing frost in the fall. 
M r. Davis sim p ly sim p lifies the hazards of 
farm ing until the p icture he p aints of Sec­ 
retary Benson's flexible p rice sup p ort p ro­ 
gram does not recognize the real facts. 
The 
farm er p lants in hop e and in faith. 
He h a r­ 
vests after nature has fmishtxi with his fields. 
It isn’t a m atter of the turning on and off 
of m achinery. 
There is one other factor Mr. Davis over­ 
looks. 
The real farm er is p roud of those 
fields and his p ride is not sim p ly a m atter of 
the dollars which the harvest will bring him. 
T here are a lot of p eop le out on the farm 
who get a joy and satisfaction from growing 
things.

the car driver m akes up his mind to step on 
the gas, but still that does not exp lain all 
the fatalities. 


There Is only one basic cxp lanadon for the 
m ounting highw ay 
deaths. 
We 
recognize 
that many accidents at the tim e they occur 
are classified as unavoidable—that it is im - 
p o.ssible to assess blam e. 
B ut too m any ac­ 
cidents while not legally blarnable neverthe­ 
less 
rep resent 
that 
intensely 
com p licated 
fai'tor knowm as the hum an elem ent. 
It is 
the difference betw een safety and a close 
shave w ith a crash. It adds up to sturdy 
vigorous lite one si'cond—and death a few 
seconds later. 
The so-called hum an elem ent is the sta rl­ 
ing p om t for highw ay safety. 
It m eans cau­ 
tion and care in driving—not in the case of 
the careful driver but invariably w here cau- 
tiim and care are mis.sing.

WASHINGTON—While the p ub­ 
lic watches the p oliticians w'ork 
on the next election in the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, the interests 
of the next generation in the field 
of attjmic p ower are at stake in 
almost unnoticed hearings in the 
old Sup reme Court chamber in the 
Cap itol.

Garst proposes to pick the corn 
when the grain moisture is about 
32 per cent and the stalk mois- 
ture 69 or 70 per cent. But he

When stalks are chopped at this 


stage they will also contain a 
high level of vitamin A.

Home Fans Boo Shirai's 
Winning Title Defense 


By JIM BECKER 


TOKYO IB—World flyweight king 


Yoshio Shirai saved his crown 
Monday night with a split decision 
over Leo Espinosa which brought 
howls of protest from the chal- 
lenger's corner. 


Even the 35,000 fans, who paid a 


record gate of $72,000, gave the 
champion only a polite spattering 
of applause as the decision was an- 
nounced. Most of them were Jap- 
anese who favored Shirai. 


There were a few cheers for 


the little Filipino, who had taken 
command in the middle rounds of 
a bruising struggle only to see 
the Japanese come back strong 
at the finish. 


The champion, who defended his 


title *for the fourth time, weighed 
110%. Espinosa—at five feet is four 
inches shorter than the champion- 
weighed 111. 


One judge called the fight 149-145 


for Shirai under Japan's complex 
point system. The referee called 
it 147-145 for Shirai. The second 
judge made it 142-141 for Espinosa. 


The Associated Press score card 


called it 144-140 for Espinosa was_ 
given seven rounds to six for Shirai 
with two even. 


It was a bristling battle, packed 


with action although there were no 
knockdowns. Shirai bled briefly 
from a cut in the corner of his 
right eye midway in the fight. 


The champion jabbed and boxed 


well the early rounds. But Espinosa 
took over midway in the fight and 
often beat Shirai at his own game, 
counter punching. 


Espinosa pinned Shirai on the 


ropes several times and punished 
him with left hooks, Shirai fought 
back in the last three rounds, try- 
ing for a knockout as the crowd 
yelled. 


Espinosa, who had stopped Shirai 


in a non-title bout with a TKO only 


shrugged at the verdict. The 24- 
year-old Filipino's manager was 
more vocal. 


"The fight, people saw the fight," 


Blacido Borroneo declared in the 
dressing room. "You can't fool 
the people. They know who won." 


Shirai's American manager, Al- 


vin Chan, brushed off the complaint 
with: "It always happens." He said 
Shirai would not fight Espinosa 
again but would take a trip through 
Argentina and Brazil this summer 
and defend his title again in the 
fall. 


Espinosa drew only $3,000 for the 


fight. Shirai and his manager were 
mum on the amount they would 
collect from the gate, which was 
swelled by television receipts.

State Engineer L. N. Ress says 


Jan. 1 is "about as long as we 
can wait" for the State Turnpike 
Authority to determine whether or 
not a toll road would be justified 
in Nebraska. 


If by that time it has not been 


determined that toll roads would 
be feasible in this state, he wil] 
push plans for a start on the pro- 
posed four-lane interstate highway, 
he said. 


The question is whether or not 


there is sufficient traffic to jus- 
tify construction of two new high 
type roads east-west across the 
state.

A District Court judge called 


out Monday for an improved 
system of probation and super- 
vision in Nebraska at the 20th 
annual meeting of the Central 
States Correction Association. 


The judge, C. G. Perry of Ger- 


ing, said there is a definite lack 
of knowledge by the public on 
the problems of probation, and 
that often the public unjustly 
calls for punishment when it 
is'nr the best way out. 


Probation is a splendid thing, 


Judge Perry said, adding "the 
longer I am on the bench, the 
more I am inclined to believe in 
probation." It's useless though, 
he concluded, unless there is 
someone qualified to handle the 
program. 
The Correction 
Association 


concluded the first day of a 
:hree day meeting at the Corn- 
husker Hotel with about 125 per- 
sons from 16 states attending. 


Two Aims 


During the afternoon meeting 


Donald W. Bunker, 
executive 


secretary of the Missouri Parole 
Board, called for greater public 
understanding of the probation 
problem. He called the two aims 
of parole the protection of so- 
ciety and the helping of the pa- 
rolee. 


Bunker said supervision of 


probationers and parolees saves 
from five to 10 per cent of the 
cost of imprisonment, noting that 
parole remains as the most ef- 
fective means of rehabilitation 
"and the least expensive." 


The parole board official said 


the chance for major crime is 
much less with a controlled pro- 
gram of supervision than to let 
a man out of an institution with- 
out supervision. 


The construction 
of "bigger 


and better" institutions today 
was called a "gross waste of 
money" by the director of the 
Bureau of Probation and Parole 
in the state of Wisconsin. 


Quentin Ferm said a well con- 


trolled 
probation a n d 
parole 


program in the end would save 
ihe public's money by keeping 
people out of institutions and 
making 
them better 
citizens. 


Ferm said a real problem exists 
in. giving complete jurisdiction 
to the courts over probationers. 
S p e a k e r s at the afternoon 


meeting included Glen R. Klop- 
fenstem, chief of the Bureau of 
Probation and Parole of Ohio, 


who criticized the possibilities of 
working out inter-state co-oper- 
ation of probation control. The 
probation officer said uniform 
laws of operation was the only 
way out of such a problem. 


Officers of the Association will

Council approved the lease with 
a $5,000 a year rental charge to 
be paid by the Authority. The 
Authority operates the 287 hous- 
ing units now located at Husker- 
ville, directly west of-the Lincoln 
Air Force Base property. 


After the new lease is signed, 


the Authority has promised to 
pay the city the remaining $55,- 
000 it has outstanding on its orig- 
inal purchase of the housing units 
from the city.

Robin R. Reed, Authority chair- 
man, 
commented, "only because 


of the excellent management of 
the Huskerville project by L. H. 
(Buster) DeBrown, Huskerville 
manager, and Joseph Clark, of- 
fice manager. Both of them have 
done a wonderful job-" 


DeBrown reported that all Husk- 


erville units are full with a wait- 
ing list for vacancies. There is 
still 
considerable demand, he 


said, from. University of Nebraska 
students. 


The new lease and financial ar- 


rangements, DeBrown said, .vill 
permit a renewed' and continuing 
maintenance program in the area. 


The present Authority lease on 


Huskerville would normally ex- 
pire July 1, 1955. The Air Force 
is reported to have no interest 
in the Huskerville area- for future 
expansion.
